Seution  I.  JJfii  enacted  h>j  the  (rcncral  Assemhlj/  qj  the 
^1  State  of  North  Carolina^  aiul  it  is  hereby  enacted  hy  the 
.'5  authority  of  the  mme^  That  it  sliall  not  be  lawful  for  any 

4  person  or  porsoiib  to  sell  any  article  of  produce  or  nier- 

5  chandise  at  rates  higher  than   the  following  schedule  of

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  any  person  or  per- 

2  SODS  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  beheld  guilty 

3  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  in  the  County  or  Sn- 

4  perior  Courts,  shall  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both,  at  the 

5  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  be  in 

2  force  and  take  efi'ect  from  and  after  its  ratification,  and 

3  ccmtinue  during  the  present  war,  and  no  longer. 
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
